Monetary Convention Will Be Called 
to Order Today, 


INDIANAPOLIS IS. FILLING UP. 


Professor Jinks Thinks the Silver 
Sentiment, Is Growing Stronger 
Throughout the Country. 


Indjanapolis, Ind., January .24.—The gen- 
erai interest in the monetary convention, 
which meets in this cftty tomorrow,’ was 
shown by the large number of delegates 
who arrived today. 

If was tthe expectation of Chairman 
Hanna that only members of the executive 
committee and a few of the delegates 
would be here so early, but by 6 o'clock 
th's evening fully 100 delegates had regis- 
tered at the headquarters in the Denison 
house, and nearly as many more came in 
on tonight’s trains. Those from the far- 
thest points were among the arrivals, 
Texas and New England beimg both repre- 


' sented. 


The convention will assemble in the 
Grand opera house and will be called to 
order by. Chairman Hanna, of the execu- 
tive committee. Governor Mount, of Indi- 
ana, will deliver a brief. address of wel- 
come, aml Governor Shaw, of Iowa, will 
be introduced as the manent chairman 
of the convention, 2 

There appears’ to be 1) doubt ‘that the 
report of the committee ‘on resolutions 
w.ll cordially indorse:the plan of the com- 
mission for currency reform in-_its entire- 
ly. This was the tone of the interviews 
today which were obtained with the dele- 
gates, 

Professor Jenks, of Cornell university, 
who is a delegate to the conventiun, ex- 
pressed the belief today that the move- 
ment for free silver would be strengthened 
if the republicans did not earnestly work 
for a reform in the currency lawé. 

“The gold democrats,” continued Pro- 
fessor Jenks, “voted for McKinley, or at 
least against. Bryan in order to secure 
Nnanciai reform. They are not getting it 
and cannot be blamed for dissatisfaction. 
I heard one prominent gould demucrat say 
the other day that it did not make much 
dilference which way the country went to 
the devil—whether through bad money or 
bad tariff. Men of that stamp will.be likely 
tO Vote with the siiverites next time.’’ 

Henry W. Peabody, of Boston, one of the 
New England delegates to the convention, 
in an interview today expressed the con- 
viction that the recent action of the sen- 
ate by voting by a large majority to take 
up the Teller resolution to pay the United 
States bonds in silver, was likely. to have 
a favorable effect on the currency reform 
cause, 

‘There will be more readiness,” gaid he, 
“to deal with the subject, especially in the 
monetary commission’s meaS8ures, in an 
aggressive way, and the doctrines of free 
silver will be much more dealt in in the 
future than in the past in favor of th-¢ 
g0id standard. 

“It is my belief that not only should an 
earnest effort be made to press these reform 
measures through the house and senate 
at this session, but that it is ilkely that 
rubl.c opinion wiil be sufficiently aroused 
to acemplish its passage.”’

The Teller resolution was laid before the 
senate and in accordance with notice pre-

“f shall vote for the resojution willing- 
ly,” he began. “I think its introduction 
timely and opportune, especially when we 
are confronted by a measure which con- 
templates an increase of the public debt 
by $200,000,000 or $400,000,000. It is, indeed, 
proper that we should repeat the declara- 
tion that all government obligations are 
payable in coin—not in gold.” 

By the original resolution passed nearly 
thirty years ago Mr. Turpie hefG coin was 
made synonymous with currency and the 
funded debt was thereby made payable in 
both gold and silver or in either of those 
metals. 

“If we abandon silver,” safa he, “and 
agree to pay all of our obligations in gold 
we should simply clinch the hold of the 
debt syndicate upon the country. If, how- 
ever, We ma ntain a bimetailic standard and 
enforce that position by opening our mints 
to the free woinage of silver tie syndicate 
of national debt would become as strong 
friends of silver, as my friend from Col- 
orado, the author of this resolution, for 
they would naturally see to it that they 
would not lose anything on their holdings 
of government obligations.” 

He denounced as a mendacious falsehood 
of the gold men the statement that the 
standard. silver dollar was worth only half 
its face value and that sometime in the 
future it would be worth stiil less. Mr.

Morgan in an executive session of the 
senate to theveffect that Mr. Cleveland was 
once in favor of the annexation of Hawaij. 
Mr. Morgan said he could not discuss his 
owh statements made in executive se3- 
sion.”’ 

“No statement for publication was made 
by me.” said Mr. Morgan, “hence Mr. 
Cleveland, in accepting such a statement, 
without first ascertaining from me what 
the facts were, shows hig willingness to 
accept ex parte statements in Hawaiijan 
matters.”’ 

Mr. Morgan said that it was well known 
to some of Mr. Cleveland’s friends during 
his first administration that he was in 
favor not only of the annexation of Ha- 
wali, but also of Cuba. 


“I cannot.” declared Mr. Morgan. “ac- 
cept Mr. Cleveland's statement that he 
was also opposed to Hawaiian annexation, 
I can name at least one confidentia)] fri 
of Mr. Cleveland who will support me in 
the belief that that statement is not true.’’ 


Mr. Morgan then presented an extended 
review of Mr. Cleveland’s connection as 
president with Hawaiian affairs, in the 
course of which he denounced the accredit- 
ing of Special Commissioner Blount to the 
government at Honolulu as a “piece of du- 
plicity without parallel.” 

Mr. Morgan reiterated his belief that Mr. 
Cleveland was in favor of annexation, but 
that Mr. Dole’s honesty forced the presi- 
dent to abandon his policy of overthrowing 
the provisional Tfawailan government. The 
correspondence he read, he said, laid the 
foundation for the broad predicate that 
Mr. Cleveland was capable of declar‘ng 
one policy and intending to carry into effect 
another.

Indeed, so very unmistakable 
were my views on the subject given that 
I was time and time again threatened by 
frenzied men and women with dire ca- 
lamities to be visited upon myself and 
children because of what they saw fit 
to assert aS my enmity to the Cuban 
cause. 

“My position on all the questions was 
made perfectly clear in the official docu- 
ments of the time, and there can. be no 
possible mistake. 

“It. is very difficult for me to under- 
stand Senator Morgan's evidently wrong 
impressions in regard to my position. In-

Many Witnesses A>pear Before the Court 
of Inquiry in Cincinnati, 


EVIDENCE IS ACCUMULATING.

Persons Subpoenaed Decline to Answer 
Questions Propounded. 


THE INQUIRY WILL 60 ON AT COLUMBUS 


Allen ,O. Myers Is on the Stand for 
Quite/'a While and Loses His 
Temper. 


Cincinnati, O., January 24.—The legisla- 
tive committee tonight closed its investiga- 
tion in this city of the Otis charges of brib- 
ery in the recent election of United States 
senator., The senate committee will con- 
tinue ite work at Columbus. 

Thirty witnesses have been examined here 
since last Friday, most of them being em- 
ployees of the Gibson house, of telegraph 
and telephone companies and of the Union 
Saving and Trust Company. Jared P. 
Bliss, Allen O. Meyers, Sr.. and E. H. 
Archer were the other principal witnesses. 
They returned to Columbus tonight with 
the committee. 

As the evidence of Representative John 
C. Otis and of Colonel Thomas C. Camp- 
bell will be very lengthy, they, were not 
called here, but Mr. Otis will likely be the 
next witness at Columbus. 

At Columbus last week several witnesses 
refused to testify because their attorneys 
advised them that a senate comm.ttee has 
no jurisdiction in investigating charges 
made by a member of the house. Appar- 
ently taking this as a cue, the employees 
of President Schmidt’s (bank «and Hon. 
Harry M. Daughtery, chairman of the re- 
publican state central committee, today de- 
clined either to be sworn or to answer ques- 
tions. 

When H. H. Hollenbeck was enroute from 
Columbus to Cincinnati January 7th, he 
received a dispatch signed “a. D.” and 
the committee asked ‘Mr. Daugherty if he 
was the author of that dispatch. Mr. 
Daughtery declined to answer questions and 
continued to argué the question of juris- 
diction until he was executed, subject to 
eall for punishment for contempt. When 
Manager Page, of the Western Union, was 
asked to produce the “H. D.”’ dispatches 
and other messages he said the company 
now had none of their messages 4s far 
back as January 10th. 

Chairman Burke announced that 
as the committee was through with all 
willing witnesses proceedings would st 
once be begun to bring all unwilling wit- 
nesses before the bar of the senate for 

! ent for contempt. 
Cn Myers, Sr., was the first witness 
today ifn the investigation. He was at er 
Great Southern hotel in Columbus Janua 
7th, where Mr. Kurtz and others opposing 
Senator Hanna were then stopping. a 
son, Allen O. Myers, Jf... clerk at the Gib- 
son house, in Cincinnati, called him up 
that night and told him of Boyce’s move- 
ments. The next day his son reached Co- 
lumbus with copies of stenographic re- 
ports of Boyce’s talks from Cincinnati over 
the telephone with the Hanna yoann a 
ters in Columbus.

The testimony of Myers 
caused quite a stir, especially when he be- 
came very angry on the cross-examination 
by Senator Garfield. He denied that he 
was a party to any conspiracy in getting 
up the Boyce-Hollenbeck story about the 
bribery of Representative Otis. 

When Senator Garfield told witness he 
need not reply to anything that would in- 
criminate himself Myers became intensely 
enraged and Chairman Burke had difficulty 
in proceeding with the inquiry. 

KE. H. Archer, of Columbus, deputy state 
railway commissioner, testifled to following 
li. H. Hollenbeck from Columbus to Cin- 
cinnati and pointing him out to Jerry Bliss 
and the detectives at the depot. 

Archer testified rapidly without questions 
being asked.

Hol- 
lenbeck took his valise with him into an 
upper berth. He. did not undress in the 
sleeper and received messages in care of 
the conductor along the route. The rest of 
Archer's testimony covered the shadowing 
in Cincinnati and Columbus that had been 
covered by the witnesses last Saturday. 
Archer said he was a volunteer with Kurtz 
and other republicans in seeking the defeat 
of Hanna; that he was not employed as de- 
tective, but had worked for weeks for the 
good of the cause. 

Archer testified that T. J. Mulvihill, one 
of the democratic leaders against Hanna. 
was also on the train with Hollenbeck and 
Mulvihill. Archer got Hollenbeck’s tele- 
gram and Mulvihil answered the message 
signing Hollenbeck’s name to messages 
sent to Major Dick, Hanna’s manager.

The trail was lost in Columbus, Boyce and 
Holdenbeck only stopping there between 
trains.

The commander of the (Maine, Captain 
Sigsbee, is a favorite in the navy depart- 
ment. He was lucky to get so important a 
ship as the Maine considering his actual 
rank, which is that of a commander, but 
immediately he justified the department’s 
judgment in the selection by running his 
ship straight into a dock in New York 
harbor to avoid running down a packed 
excursion boat.

The Maine, which has been selected to 
make the visit to Havana for the protec- 
tion of American interests, is a battleship 
of the second class and is regarded as onc 
of the best ships in the new navy. Sne 
was built at the Brooklyn navy yard and 
is 318 feet long, 57 feet broad, 21.6 moan 
draught end 6,682 tons displacement. She 
has two ten-inch vertical turrets and two 
military masts and her motive power is 
furnished by twin screw vertical triple ex- 
pansion engines having maximum horse- 
power of 9,293, capable of making a speed 
of 17.45 Kncts. 

She carries four ten-inck and six fovr- 
inch breech-loading guns in her main bat- 
tery, and seven six-pounder and eight 
one+pounder rapid-fire guns and four gac- 
lings in her secondary battery.

Quesada and Albertini Say Government 
Has Acted None Too Soon. 

Washington, January 24.—Senor Quesada, 
secretary of the Cuban junta, and Senor 
Albertini, of the Cuban staff in Washing- 
ton, were about the capitol during. the 
day, conferring with members concerning 
the Cuban status. Mr. Quesada said: 

“The sending of the Maine to Cuba, 
whatever be the official version,.is, in our 
opinion, proof that things are in such con- 
dition in the few Spanish strongholds that 
anarchy reigns, and that American c'ti- 
zens and property, unable to find protec- 
tion at the hands of the impotent Spanish 
government, have now the protection, of 
the.r own vessels. It is a declaration to 
the world that the United States are not 
afraid of the. Spanish rabble which seems 
to control the Spanish officials. The atti- 
tude of the Spanish papers and officials 
has been that the presence of an Ameri- 
can warship in Havana means interven- 
tion; undoubtedly they will now say that 
it is the most natural thing for any nation 
to send its vessels to the ports of a friendly 
power, and Mr, DeLome will declare that 
his government is delighted. But we shall 
soon hear from General Weyler’s subordi- 
nates in Cuba and from Spain, that is, if 
the cannons of the Maine do not bring 
to the Spanish minds the conviction that 
prudence in this case is the better part 
of valor.”’ 

Senor Albertini says the sending of the 
Maine will justify itself by future events, 
From his acquaintance with Spanish meth- 
ods, he says there is greater reason for 
apprehension than has yet been shown, 
and the declares that as soon as Spain 
finds that Cuba is lost, a carnival of 
slaughter will be inaugurated with the 
guns of Morro castle and the ‘Cabanas 
trained on the city of Havana.

TOWN IS IN GREAT TURMOIL AND CONFUSION 


Soldiers,Are Picketed in the Streets 
and Crowds Are Charged Upon 
| as They Appear. 


Algiers, January 24.—Further rioting oc- 
curred here at 9 o’clock this morning, when 
it was learned that a. Hebrew had stabbed 
a Spaniard. A mob gathered, attacked 
and looted the Hebrew stores. 

At the head of the’zouaves, with fixed 
bayonets, the governor general preceeded 
by military drummers, traversed the 
streets, appealing for quiet. He was fol- 
lowed by a mob of about 3,000 people, who 


shoitted: 

“Down with the Jews!” ‘“‘Resign!”’ Inter- 
mingled with a few cries of ‘‘Vive la gov- 
erneur generale!”’ 

The governor general finally retired to 
the winter palace. escorted by detach- 
ments of police and zouaves. Several 
Hebrews have been assaulted, and a score 
of arrests have been made. 

This evening the town is in great tur- 
moi], All the shops are closed, and troops 
are picketed in all the squares. Several 
Jewish shops have been sacked, ang the 
chasseurs have several times dispersed the 
crowds. 

This afternoon the manager of an anti- 
Jewish newspaper, “accompanied by the 
widow of the Christian who was killed last 
evening, herself dressed in deep mourning, 
drove along the main boulevard and cre- 
ated intense anti-Jewish excitement. 

The people massed beneath the arcades 
shouting ‘‘down with the Jews’’ and the 
like. 

Finally the chasseurs and infantry, head- 
ed by beating drums, cleared the boule- 
vard. A number of the natives joined the 
mob in hope of pillage. 

No Jew ventures upon the streets. 


The Town ,in Flames. 

Paris, January 24.—A dispatch received 
from Algiers late tonight says that 300 ar- 
rerts have been ma:‘e and 100 persons are 
to be put on trial tomorrow (Tuesday). 

M. Jaures received a dispatch from Al- 
giers saying that the town was in flames 
and that a hundred Jews had been killed. 
He doubted the authenticity of the message, 
the signature of which was unknown to 
him, and the government has had no ijn- 
formation as to amything like so serious 
an effect.

DOLE LEAVES FOR WASHINGTON. 


President of Hawaii, Will Be Received 
by McKinley.

The programme for the entertainment of 
President Dole, of Hawali today, consisted 
of a trip ‘to Fort Sheridan and a review of 
the United States troops, an informal din- 
ner at Kinsley’s immediately after the par- 
ty returned, and a reception at the Union 
League Club. 


MINORITY REPORT SUBMITTED. 


Interstate and Foreign Commerce Com- 
mittee Has Two Suggestions. 
Washington, January 24.—The minority 
report of the committee on interstate and 
foreign commerce On the anti-sealping act 
was made to the house today. It was 
signed by Messrs. Adamson of Georgia and 
Mann of Illinois. Mr. Adamson says the bill 
will not accomplish its professed purpose 
and its provisions are uncertain and defec- 

tive. 

The majority report of the committee 
states that the bill is intended to and does 
strengthen the interstate commerce act. 

“It protects,” it says, ‘“‘the general trav- 
eling public, prevents discrimination, pro- 
vides punishment for crime and, in effect, 
is the law in the states of New York, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Indiana, Illinois, 
Minnesota, Montana, North Carolina, North 
Dakota and Texas.” 

The committee changed the bill so as to 
provide redress for failure to redeem and 
makes it unlawful for the ticket supplying 
officers of a common carrier 'to supply tick- 
ets for sale to any other than authorized 
agents. 


GERMANY’S GAIN IS SHOWN 


Minister of [Foreign Affairs Appears 
Before Budget Committee 


AND DISCLOSES NEGOTIATIONS. 


Baron Von Buelow Tells of Con- 
cessions Which,China Has Made 
to the Emperor. ' 


Berlin, January 24.—Before the budget 
committee of the reichstag today Baron 
Von Buelow, minister of foreign affairs, 
said the negotiations with China, now 
concluded, resulted: ‘ 

Firstly, in the governor of Shan Tung 
being removed and forever debarred from 
holding high office; six high officials named 
by Germany had also been removed and 
punished, and proceedings had been in- 
stituted for the punishment of the actual 
perpetrators of the crime. 

Secondly, China had promised to pay 3,000 
taels for the material losses of the miss.on, 

Thirdly, as atonement for the death of 
the missionaries, three churches were to 
be erected, each provided with an imperial 
tablet, showing tnem to be under the pro- 
tection of the Chinese emperor. China 
grants 66,000 taels for each church and free 
sites. Another 24,000 taels is assigned for 
building seven secure residences for the 
Catholic prefecture of Tsao-Chou-Fu. 

Fourthly, a special imperial edict is is- 
sued for the protection of the German mis- 
sions. 

“China,” Baron Von Buelow explained, 
“has thus complied. with all our demands. 
Bishop Anzer regards. the imperial protec- 
tion tablets as extremely advantageous. 
The privilege is rarely accorded, and will 
considerably heighten the prestige of the 
Catholic missionaries in the eyes of the 
Chinese. 

“The German government believes it has 
done all that is necessary for the preven- 
tion of further outrages. The best guaran- 
tees, however, are the permanent presence, 
under the treaty, of German men-of-war 
and a garrison at Kiao-Chou, by which it 
is hoped the duthorities and population of 
China will not again forget that no wrong 
done to German subjects will be allowed to 
pass unpunished,”’ 

Baron von Buelow, in concluding, said 
the negotiations with reference to the con- 
struction of railways and the workings of 
coal mines were proceeding favorably. The 
government chose Kiao-Chou because it 
Was not too near the French and British 
spheres of interest, or Russia’s sphere of 
power. Kiao-Chou was not an Eldorado, 
but expert judges predicted for it a sound 
and steady commercial development. 

The minister for foreign affairs also made 
a solemn statement before the committee 
of the reichstag in regard to the Dreyfus 
affair. He @eclared most emphatically that 
there had never been any relations of any 
kind between German representatives or 
agents and Dreyfus. 

Continuing the minister said the story of 
the waste paper basket incident at the Ger- 
man enmrbassy in Paris, and the finding 
therein of compromising documents affect- 
ing Dreyfus, were sheer inventions. He 
added that the Dreyfus affair had not af- 
facted in. the slightest the calm relations 
between the German and French govern- 
ments. 

The speaker knew nothing of the visit of 
Dreyfus to the Reichsland and still leas of 
the alleged special facilities given Dreyfus 
by German officials during his alleged visit. 

Baron von Buelow prefaced hig declara- 
tion by saying he could only speak with ex- 
treme caution, as otherwise his words 
might be represented as interference in 
French affairs, and he thought there was 
the more reason for enjoining reserve since 
it might be expected that light would be 
cast upon the affair by the proceedings ini- 
tiated in France itself. 

The following semi-official announcement 
was made today: 

“The statement regarding Germany’s in- 
tentions to open the ports of Kiao-Chou to 
the commerce of the world is practicaliy 
correct. Germany desires that its policy 
in China should be of a liberal character, 
not interfering with the commerce of other 
nations.”

The 
fourth base is molded, with pediments on 
face, with tha following inscription in 
raised letters: ‘“‘Elbert County to Her Con- 
federate Dead.’’ The die is three and a 
half feet square and five feet high with 
confederate battle flag carved on face and 
appropriate inscriptions on other three 
sides. This die is surmounted by molded 
cap. The plinth on which the figure rests 
has carved on the face of it crossed sabers, 
and on other three sides are pyramids of 
cannon balls, representing the artillery. On 
the plinth rests a confederate infantry at 
parade rest, with blanket thrown over one 
shoulder, and canteen and cartridge box 
at side. He wears the regulation slouch 
hat and is seven feet in height. 

The design was drawn by C. H. Mayhew, 
of Elberton, who is erecting so many 
handsome monuments in this section.

CANDLER’S SERVANT RECEIVES SENTENCE 


He Let Her Off with a Fine Because of 
Her Past Faithful Services. 
Reuben Sadler Is Acquitted. 


B. Colbert, the two negroes charged 

with stealing a trunk from the depot, 
ten years each yesterday afternoon. The 
trial occupied the major portion of the 
morning session, and as soon as court con- 
vened for the afternoon the jury returned 
with the verdict. 

A trunk was stolen from the union depot 
about two weeks ago. It was the property 
A. A. Twiggs, of New Hampshire, 
and he at once sent in a bill to Mr. John 
Colvin, valuing the contents of the trunk at 
$1,200. One article alone, a seal skin cloak, 
was valued at $500. 

During the dinner hour yesterday Har- 
ris and Colbert began bragging to their 
friends about the theft, saying that they 
did not care if they were sent up, for they 
knew where the cloak was and could get 
it as soon as they came out. Judge Can- 
dler overheard this conversation and told 
the men so when tthey stood up to receive 
sentence. 

“I will give each of you negroes ten 
years,” said Judge Candler, ‘“‘so it will be 
a long time before you see that cloak again. 
Both of you are bad men and J do not like 
the way you have acted at all.’’ 

Harris said he would like to say a word, 
but Judge Candler told him he thought it 
would do no good. He insisted, however, 
and was allowed to talk. He said that Col- 
bert was entirely innocent, but that he, 
Harris, had stolen the ttrunk and knew 
where it was. He ended his remarks with, 
“Jedge, I can’t do no ten years. I'se got 
consumption and will die.’’ 

Was an Old Servant. 


Hattie Tanner, a negro woman, also fig- 
ured in the trunk case. She entered a plea 
of guilty. to the charge of receiving stolen 
goods. Judge Candler looked at her for a 
moment before pronouncing sentence. 

‘T really feel,” he said, “that I am dis- 
qualified to pass on Hattie’s case. She used 
to belong to my brother, and I have known 
her ever since I knew anybody. I can’t 
help it, but every time I see one of our 
family servants I feel like they are kin to 
me. Hattie has been reared right and I 
linow that she is a good woman.” 

“But, your honor,” said Detective Wooten, 
“this woman did all she could to hide these 
goods. She said she di@ not have them ard 
we found them in her house.” 

“Yes, I know all that. She says she is 
guilty,” said Judge Candler, ‘“‘but it’s just 
that way they have of shielding each other 
when they get into trouble. That isn’t 
right, Hattie, and you must not do it any 
more. I am going to treat your case as a 
misdemeanor and let you off with a fine of 
$50, which includes all court costs.” 

Hattie’s fine was paid and she left the 
courtroom with a grateful look at the judge. 

Sent Up for Forgery. 

Bud Weare and Lucius Seaborn, two ne- 
groes, were put on trial for forgery. Ware 
had presented a check amounting to $6 at 
the Neal Loan and Banking Company 
with the name of Isaac Phillips signed. 
The negroes were represented by Messrs. 
Frank Arnold and E. 'H. Fraser, who made 
a demurrer on the ground that the check 
Was made payable to “bearer Willis,” and 
would not have been cashed, by the bank. 
This, the attorneys claimed, secured the 
bank against any intended fraud. 

Judge Candler overruled the demurrer. 
The two negroes said the check had been 
given them by Sam Jones, a negro friend. 
Sam, who is employed by Mr. Isaac Phil- 
lips, was produced and he said that he 
knew nothing of the two defendants. Sam 
caused a laugh In court by answering in 
reply to a question from Solicitor Hill that 
his full name was Sam P. Jones. 

Bud Ware’s mother said he had been 
injured when a boy and “ain't never had 
muoh sense since,” so when the jury 
brought in a verdict of guilty with the 
recommendation that the cases be treated 
as misdemeanors, Judge Candler took this 
evidence into consideration and gave him 
six months on the public works. Lucius 
Seaborn was given nine months. 


He Thanked Mr. Hill. 


Reuben Sadler was arraigned on the 
charge of assault with intent to murder. 
He was defended by Mr. Henry Porter. 
It was charged that he helped in the as- 
sault on Lewis Strickland last August. 
For this crime Tom Kelly, a negro, is how 
serving a sentence. 

The jury returned a verdict of not guilty 
and Reuben stood up, saying: ‘Thank 
you,”’ to Solicitor Hill. 

“Don’t thank me,’’ replied the solicitor, 

thank Mfr. Porter. He got you out of it, 
I didn’t.”’

DR, MCDONALD PREACHED THE SERMON 


At the Cemetery the Masons Placed 
the Venerable Physician in His 
Grave with High Honors. 


MOUND in Oakland cemetery cov- 

ered with a wealth of beautiful flow- 
ers of every size and variety marks 
the last resting place of Dr. William Abram 
lave, one of Atlanta’s oldes: and best- 
known citizens, one of the most distin- 
guished physicians and one of the best- 
known Masons in this country. 

The funeral of Dr. Love was one of 
magnificence and the interesting ceremo- 
ny of the Masons made it even more im- 
posing. The long procession left the resi- 
dence on Whitehall street shortly before 2 
o'clock and moved to the Second Baptist 
church. 

The church is the one which Dr. Love 
attended regularly during his life and he 
had been one of its most faithful mem- 
bers.

On one side of the building sat the stu- 
dents of the Atlanta Medical college and 
the members of the medical fraternities 
of the ¢ity. In the middle sat the mem- 
befs of the Masonic lodges in their full 
regalia. Members of the Various other 
orders of which Dr. Love was a member 
were also present. . 

_ The Knights Templars furnished a large 
delegation’ and Gate City lodge of the Ma- 
sons, which was joined by members of the 
various other lodges, had charge of the 
funeral arrangements. The pallbearers were 
selected from the members of Gate City 
lodge. , 

When the casket containing tRe remains 
of Dr. Love was carried into the church 
it was covered with flowers. So great was 
the number of floral offerings that the 
casket was hidden from view. 

The services at the church were conducted 
by Dr. Henry McDonald, who had for 
50 many years been the pastor of Dr. 
Love. He took as his text these words: 
“He that believeth on Me shall never die.” 

The talk made by Dr. McDonald was 
very brief, but his words were appropriate 
to the text and to the occasion. He told 
of the lessons taught by the life of Christ 
and said that all true believers should 
live forever. 

Addressing himself to the medical stu- 
dents he pointed out to them the many 
virtues of Dr. Love and told them they 
could not do better than to take his life 
as their example and live lives that would 
cause them to te loved while living and 
honored when dead. 

Dr. McDonald spoke eloquently and with 
much feeling. He paid Dr. Love many high 
tributes and consoled the widow and chil- 
dren. 

After the services at the church the fu- 
neral cortege moved to Oakland cemetery, 
led by the Knights Templars and the Ma- 
sons walked two abreast. 

At the cemetery Dr. Love was buried with 
Masonic honors and according to the rites 
of the order in which he gained such prom- 
inence.

Bloedy Accident to a Negro Engineer 
Yesterday Morving. 


LIVED ONLY A FEW MINUTES. 


Negro’s Head Was Nearly Severei by 
the Whirling Saw. |

TOOK TWO MEN TO PULL. THE SAW AWAY 


The Negro Was Lee Roberts, and He 
Was a Good Workman—How the: 
Accident Occurred. 


whirring, discordant noise, and before 
Lee Roberts, a negro engineer, could 


look up to see what it all meant, a circular 
saw had struck him in the face and plowed 
its way through his skull and brain. 

Staggering backwards with the saw im- 
bedded in his head, he fell between his 
engine and a barrel, and there died, a few 
minutes after the terrible and shocking 
accident. 

Yesterday morning Roberts was at work 
at an engine in the yards of the Cross 
Mountain Coal Company, at the corner of 
Pratt and Decatur streets. The engine 
had been placed in the yards for the pur- 
pose of running a circular saw used for 
sawing wood, and the machinery belonged 
to Truitt & Son, who contract to saw wood 
about the wood and coal yards in the city. 

Yesterday morning about 10 o'clock Rob- 
erts was near tHe engine, and the saw, 
attached to shafting and connected with 
the engine with belting, was about thirty 
feet away. The negro was facing the 
saw, which was then running at a high 
rate of speed, although no wood was being 
sawed at the time. 

Without a word of warning the shafting 
broke, and tthe revolving saw was sent 
spinning with a fearful velocity toward the 
engineer. He possibly did not have time 
to see the death-dealing implement dash- 
ing toward him, for the time between the 
giving away of the machinery and when 
he was struck could not have been more 
than a mere fraction of a second. 

Whirling as it went, the saw struck the 
unfortunate negro squarely in the face. 
It passed under his right eye and through 
his chin, The brain was touched and the 
lower half of the face nearly severed from 
the head. 

Betwéen the barrel and the engine Rob- 
erts was picked gp by two fellow workmen 
and laid upon a pile of shavings and sacks. 
It required the united strength of the two 
men to» pull the imbedded saw from the 
negro's head. 

The Grady hospital ambulance was sent 
for, but the surgeon found the man so 
nearly dead that he did not think it ad- 
visable or necessary to carry him to the 
hospital. 

Roberts died without speaking a word 
or without regaining consciousness. 

His home was at No. 24 Granger street, 
and he was regarded as an industrious and 
trustworthy worker. 

Those who examined the engine and saw, 
shortly after the accident, were of the 
opinion that the accident was caused by the 
belting twisting gnd breaking the shafting, 
as the engine was not exactly in a straight 
line with the saw. 

The coroner decided that a inquest was 
not necessary. Roberts will be buried this 
afternoon.

This afternoon there will be tried in the 
police court a most remarkable case in that 
for once in the history of this court the 
recorder wiil be called wpon to take ju- 
dicial eegnizance of interstate commerce. 
Judzce Andy will have to lay aside his city 
code and* even the state code and delve 
into questions of national concern. 

The;defendant in this case is W. Paley 
and the prosecutor is the indomitable: In- 
spector Hunter. The charge is doing busi- 
ness without a license. 

The defendant was arrested by Hunter, 
the city license inspector, for being a can- 
vasser for the L. B. Price company, of 
Kansas City, Mo., the canvassing being 
carried on in Atlanta without a license. 
Hunter contends that the L. B. Price com- 
pany should have first registered and then 
taken out a license before any of its 
agents had the right to canvass for the 
purpose of selling dry goods and furnish- 
ings. The license is only $25. : 

The case will stand as a test one and the 
first of the kind that has ever been made 
in the city. 

The principle for which the L. B. Price 
company will contend will be that their 
agents cannot be charged a license for so- 
liciting orders for goods, as the collection 
of such a tax would be in violation of the 
constitution of the Umited States in fre- 
gard to interstate commerce. 

The L.'B. Price company is a corpora- 
tion of Kangas City and it sells goods all 
over the United States by having agents 
take orders for goods which are delivered 
to the purchaser by the Kansas City house. 
The goods are sold by sample and no goods 
are delivered at the time the sale takes 
place. 

Mr. Lewis Thomas has been retained by 
the company to defend the case in the 
police court. He said: 

“If the L. B. Price compan

THE ROAD IS ORDERED TO SHOW CAUSE 


Petition Was Filed in Floyd Superior 


Court Yesterday and Is a

PETITION to foreclose a mortgage 
A amounting to $150,000, made by the 

“2 Old Rome and Carrollton Railroad 
Company, which afterwards became the 
Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus Rail- 
road Company, was filed yesterday in the 
superior court of Floyd county by Messrs. 
L. D. McKee and L. (M. Marshall, who are 
bondholders. 

The petition was filled by Attorneys Tomp- 
kins & Alston, of Atlanta, and Judge Hen- 
ry has granted an order requiring the rail- 
road company to show cause before him 
on (March 14th why the foreclosure should 
not be granted. , 

It is alleged in the petition that the 
Reme and Carrollton Railroad Company 
executed a mortgage to the Farmers’ Loan 
and Trust Company, September 1, 1885, to 
secure an issue of $150,000 of bonds and in- 
terest at 6 per cent per annum; that the 
Rome and Carrollton company afterwards 
became known as the Chattanooga, Rome 
and Columbus Railroad Company and its 
Iine was extended from Chattanooga, in 
the state of Tennessee, to Carrollton, in the 
state of Georgia. 

The petitioners allege that most of the 
bonds have got into the hands of the reor- 
ganization committee of the old Chattanoo- 
ga, Rome and Columbus and that this 
committee is trying to force petitioners 
to accept an inadequate settlement of their 
securities in bonds and stock of the newly 
organized Chattanooga, Rome and Southern 
Railroad Company. 

The petitioners further allege that they 
have been paid no interest on their bonds 
since July 1, 1892, and that the reorganiza- 
tion committee of the Chattanooga, Rome 
and Columbus Company is withholding 
from them the interest that is rightfully 
due them in order to force them into a com- 
promise of' their bonds. 

It is also stated in the petition that the 
Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus railroad, 
which is the debtor of petitioners, is now 
defunct and that it has no corporate or- 
ganization; that all of its property was 
sold on January 13, 1897, for $500,000 and 
that there is now a deficiency judgment 
in the United States court for over $1,000,- 
000 against this company and that it hag 
no one in charge of its property and that 
it has no income and no source from 
which revenues can be derived: and that 
in the place of a substantial debtor peti- 
tioners have only legal myth to whom they 
can look for a collection of their claims. 

Petitioners further allege that the rolling 
stock of the old Rome and Carrollton had 
become so mixed in the various changes 
through which the company has gone that 
it will be impossible to identify the same 
and that it this state of affairs ‘has been 
produced largely on account of the derc- 
liction of their trustees who have remainod 
idle while the property has gone through 
the hands of a receivership without paying 
interest for so long a time. 

Petitioners pray to be substituted in the 
place of the trustees and to be allowed to 
foreclose the mortgage for the principal 
debt and also for the interest and that they 
be relieved from the oppression which has 
been inflicted upon them for so long a pe- 
riod,

that the first factory for the manufacture ‘ 


of cotton goods was built on the banks of 
the Chattahoochee. The first enterprise 
was an affair of 1,100’spindles and twenty 
looms. Today the busy whir of 75,000 spin- 
Ales and the clash and flatter of 3,000 looms 
4s heard in the magnificent cotton facto- 
ries which have sprumg’ up in the city. It 
was no wonder that years ago, when the 
erection of the present mills began, Colum- 
bus won the title of the ‘‘Lowell of the 
South.” 

Columbus factories are noted for their 
high class colored work. Fine ginghams, 
cottonades, quilts, curtains, etc., are spe- 
cia} articles of manufacture to which un- 
usual attention has beén given. The work 
done in the cotton factories here is of a

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higher grade than that accomplished in the 
average southern mill. The labor, as a rule, 
is more skilled, and greater skill and intel- 
ligence being required; the wages in many 
departments are larger than those paid in 
other places. 

The fabrics manufactured in Columbus 
are known and valued all over the west- 
ern hemisphere. The trade is not confined 
to the United States by any means. The 
countries of South America and even some 
of the islands of the Pacific are numbered 
among the patrons of,the mills here. 

No. 3 mill of the Edagie and Phenix plant 
enjoys the distinction of being the first mill 
in the world lighted entirely by electricity. 
This mill, which has 2,600 spindles and 
778 looms, was erected in i876, and the elec- 
tric light plant of the mills was built at 
the same time. : 

As a result of the spreading of cotton 
manufacturing interests here, several large 
clothing factories have sprung up. A new 
enterprise, the direct result of the factories, 
will be inaugurated soon in the shape of 
a roller covering factory , 

Columbus has five cotton manufacturing 
plant—the Eagle and Phenix, the Muscogee, 
the Swift, the Hamburger and the Clegg. 
In these mills are nearly eighty thousand 
Spindles and nearly three thousand looms. 
There are between 2,500 and 3,000 operatives 
employed in the mills. 

Columbus has the only cotton mill in the 
State of Georgia operated by electricity. It 
is No. 3 mill at the Muscogee plant. 

Two million dollars has been put into the 
Eagle and Phenix pjJant, and the capital 
stock of the other mills aggregate over a 
half million, so that between two and three 
million dollars are invested in cotton mili- 
ing interests here. 

The cotton mills of Columbus consume, 
in round numbers, about a hundred bales 
of cotton per day. At the Eagle and Phe 
nix plant alone it takes fifty-five bales a 
day of the raw product 'to feed the machin- 
ery. 

There is paid out to cotton factory opera- 
tives here from twelve to thirteen thousand 
dollars per week in wages. This moncy js 
& most important factor in Columbus’s 
business. Practically all of it is spent right 
here at home and all classes are benefited 


thereby. 
The First, Mills. 


The first effort to have the immense 
water power here utilized for the manu- 
facture of cotton goods was made in 1538. 
It was predicted in that year in the only 
newspaper published at that time, The 
Enquirer, that if the water power were 
but utilized, Columbus would become in 
ten years what Lowell was to the north, 
and that her then population of 5,000 would 
be increased to 25,00. The result of this 
agitation was the eStablishment, in 1849, 
of a cotton factory by John H. Howard 
and Joseph Echols. It was equipped with 
1,100 spindles and 20 lo@ms. This mill stood 
on the eastern bank of the Chattahoochee, 
at about the location of the present Eagie 
and Phenix plant. In the same year Colo- 
nel Farish Carter, of Scottsboro, and Dr. 
Baird, of Alabama, purchased factory in- 
terests here. In 1847 the Howard Manufac- 
turing Company was organized. It was 
planned to operate 5,000 spindles. By that 
time two other factories, the Columbus 
and the Coweta, had also been organized 
and were in operation. By the year 1851 
$493,000 had been invested in the manufac- 
ture of cotton ard woolen goods in this 
city. In 1860 the Eagle Factory Company 
purchased the Howard miil and announced 
its intention of running that mill in con- 
nes‘ion with the ore it had erected. There 
were then 10,000 cotton and 1%) woolen 
spindles and 282 looms in operation in the 
Eagle mill. Threc hundred and seventy- 
five thousand dollars was the amount of 
capital enployed in this enterprise. In

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‘THE STORMY NIGHT 


The Terrible Flight of Miss Lee Miller 
from Imaginary Fees. 


THROUGH MUD AND SWAMPS. 


She Now Lies at Her Home in a 
Critical, Condition. . 


WAS TRACKED TWENTY MILES BY FRIENDS 


The Crazed Seamstress Found Sunday 
Evening—The Thrilling Story of 
Her Wanderings and Rescue. 


ANDERING on IJIonely' roads, 

through swamps and across creeks 

and rivers, in the dark and dreary 
hours of the night, and while the rain and 
wind storms were sweeping overhead, Miss 
Lee Miller fled from imaginary foes until 
found by friends Sunday night. 

She left her home Saturday about mid- 
day and all that afternoon and all of Sat- 
urday night; when the heavens were blaek 
with a stOrm and the rain came down in 
drenching sheets of water, she walked in 
the woods thinking her enemies were try- 
ing to murder her. . 5 

The disappearance of Miss Miller, who 
resides at No. 91 Crew street, was told in 
Sunday’s Constitution. She is a dressmaker 
and had been sewing to support herself and 
two little children, her nephew and niece. 
With her wag her sister, Miss Lizzie Mil- 
ler, who earned $2.50 a week at Block’s can- 
dy factory. 

Miss Miller objected to being vaccinated 
when tthe city was enforcing the ordinance 
of compulsory vaccination, and as she was 
weak and delicate from overwork and the 
trial in police court was a severe strain 
on her mind, she became insane, and for 
weeks has been imagining that enemies 
connected with the city government and 
the police especially, were seeking to take 
her life. 

Thursday last she asked her sister not to 
leave the house and ithe request was 
granted, Miss Lizzie Miller remaining at 
home on Thursday and Friday. On Satur- 
day as her sister appeared to be. much 
brighter the young girl went to work. 
When she returned the children told her 
“Aunt Lee” had gone to visit (Mrs. E. L. 
Adamson, who resides at No. 218 Crew 
street. She hastened to Mrs. Adamson’s 
home only to learn that her sister had been 
there, but remained only a few minutes, 
saying she would spend the evening with 
a friend on the McDonough road. 

Saturday night Mr. Adamson telephoned 
the police to look out for Miss Lee Miller, 
as she had wandered from home in a de- 
mented condition. Sunday morning came 
and still there were no tidings of the miss- 
ing woman. Mr. Adamson and Mr. Purdy 
Robbins ,of 340 East Fair street, started out 
to search for ‘Miss Miller. They found a 
trace of her four miles from the city on 
the McDonough road. She had stopped at 


+ @ house and asked permission to stay all 


night and she had been advised to return 
home. 
Followed Hex, Tracks. 

Farther from the city the men found Miss 
Miller’s track and followed it for several 
miles out the McDonough road. At several 
points she left the main road and wandered 
into the woods. They found where she had 
passed a farm house and asked for a 
drink of water. Then they followed her 
tracks across South river and into a swamp. 

At one place in the heart of the swamp 
and right in a poo] of water they saw 
where she had evidently lain down for a 
short while. Out of the swamp she walked 
early Sunday morning and went to a negro 
woman's house, where she gave an under- 
skirt for the purpose of being allowed to 
warm. The skirt was wringing wet and 
she had used it for a bed when she rested 
in the swamp pool. 

About noon Sunday Messrs. Adamson 
énd Robbins were told by a farmer nam- 
ed McCune that they were not more than 
an hour behind the woman they were louk- 
ing for, as she had passed that way about 
én hour before. Four or five men in the 
neghborhood of Cedar Grcve church vol- 
unteered to help leok for Miss Miller. They 
scoured the woods, and while they were 
doing so she returned, the way she had 
gene and stcpped at McCune’s house. Mrs. 
McCune invited her in and prepared dinner 
for her. While she was eating Mr. Adam- 
son walked in and pretended he Was there 
merely by accident. He tcld Miss Miller 
he would be glad to take her home, but 
she refused to ride on the train, and it 
took much persuas‘on to make her do so. 
Mr. Adamson promised her he would get 
cff at the McDaniel street crossing and 
carry her to his house. Miss Miller was 
afraid to return home, thinking the foes 
were still trying to take her life. 

The crazed woman had walked about 
twenty miles during the cold, rairy night 
and the next day, and when found 
about fifteen miles from the city. She 
wet and there was damp mud on 
clothes nearly up to her weist. She had 
crossed places in the swamp where she 
had to wade in mud and water more than 
knee deep. 

She Is Critically 111. 

Yesterday morning she was taken to her 
home and put to bed. In the afternoon 
she was critically ill and it is doubtful if 
she recovers from thg effecis of the severe 
cxposure. 4 

Her sister and the children are without 
any méang of support. The house rent is 
due and there is no food or fuel in the 
keme. The sister speaks of returning to 
her old home at Sparta, Ga. She wishes 
to take the children and Miss Miller with 
her. An effort will be made to secure them 
free transportation, if Miss Milier ev 
gets strong enough to stand the trip, wh 
is very doubtful. . 

A lady who is a neighbor of Miss Mil- 
ler’s and who has been helping her at @if- 
ferent times, said to a reporter of The Con- 
stituticn yesterday: 


“That poor womer’s health broke down 
with overwork. She has worked herself 
nearly to death trying to support herseif 
and her cead sister's children. She was 
weak and very fteble when the attempt 
was made to vaccinate her, and she re- 
fused because she was afraid it would ut- 
terly incapacitate her for work altogether. 
The ordeal throrgh which she passed 
when arrested and tried in the police cour: 
was too great a strain on a mind already 
weak from a wesk body, and the collapss 
has come.”

PRESERVE ATLANTA’S HISTORY.

Pioneers Will Take a Leading Part in 
Semi-Centennial and Instruct the 
Historian of the Occasion.

The pioneers of Atlanta gathered in the 
city court room of the courthouse last 
night, and besides transacting the business 
that came before the meeting recounted 
many of the early events of Atlanta’s his- 
tory. 

Among those present were Chairman An- 
thony Murphey, Secretary Frank T. Ryan, 
Mr. Augustus Shaw, Ed Holland, John H. 
James, W. G. Whidby, W. L. Calhoun, Mr, 
Andrews, Mr. Figgett and Mr. Johnson. 
Three new members were elected to mem- 
bership. They are Jacob Schoen, J. C. 
Rogers and V. T. Barnwell. 

The history of Atlanta during the early 
days will be perpetuated by the society. 
Some of the most important events that 
have occurred here are only known to the 
members of this society, and they have 
been for several years engaged in gather- 
ing together an account of these occur- 
rences tO hand down to posterity. 

Mr. Fuller is now the historian of the 
society and has been appointed to get up 
as much of the history as possible of At- 
lanta from the members of the society for 
publication. A committee was appointed 
last night to onfer with Mr. Fuller and 
with Mr. Peterson, the co-historian, and 
learn how much of the history of Atlanta 
they had. This committee is composed of 
Mr. A. Shaw, Mr. John H. James and Mr. 
Andrews. 

A committee was appointed to gather the 
facts concerning the eafly church history 
of the city. This committee is W. G. 
Whidby, John H. James and Mr. Figzett. 
These accounts of early events will be au- 
thentic. Many of the’ members of the so- 
ciety are acquainted with every event and 
their memories are §foreliouses of inter- 
esting happenings thAt ~have occurred in 
and around Atlanta. Many of these sto- 
ries were told by those who were present 
last night. 

The pioneers will take an active part in 
the celebration of the semi-ecentennial and 
wish to have all those eligible to member- 
ship in the society at that time. A large 
meeting of the sociéty wiil be held on 
Thursday, February @4, at 3 o’clock, in 
the city court room. At this time it Is 
expected that there will be a fuil attend- 
ance, as many important things will come 
up for disposal. 


CUBAN COLONY TO REMAIN. 


Atlanta’s Cuban Refugees Have Lo- 
cated, Permanently. 

Atlanta’s large Cuban colony will be a 
permanent element of the city’s population, 
There are hundreds of Cubans in ‘the city 
who refugeed here to escape the ravages 
of the war on their isle. None of them 
expected to remain longer than a few 
months, but the war has lengthened its 
duration, and Cuba is a less fit place of 
residence than when the Atlanta Cubans 
left. 

The local Cubans have .now agreed to 
permanently locate in Atlanta. They have 
formed a regular colony here, and one can 
find Cuban life and manners here as well 
as in Havana. The Cubans have decided 
to stay because they have nearly all made 
profitable busiress connections and ven- 
tures here. When they came here they did 
not like to remain idle, and the majority 
entered into some business. They have 
been hére so long that they have become 
identitied. with the trade of the city. 

Some of them who own property in Cuba 
will sell it after the war and continue to 
reside in Atlanta. : 

The war is still a matter of intense in- 
terest to the Cubans, but they do not look 
upon it now as a matter that will shape 
their futures,

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UNIQUE POINT OF LAW RAISED. 


His Attorneys Claim That He Violated 
No Law Because the Letters 
Were Sealed. 


A point of law that for several years 
has puzsled the brainiest jurists in the 
country ts involved in a. case which was 
heard before Judge Newman yesterday. 

Sending obscene matter through the mails 
has been regarced ag a most serious crime 
aga'nst the government’s laws, but accord- 
ing to the contention in the case- before 
Judge Newman it is no crime at all to 
send obscene letters threugh the mail, pro- 
vided there is ncthing on the outside of 
the envelope to indicate the Agere ina trade o 
the contents. , 

Judge Newman will decide whether or not 
this contemtion is correct. 

The case ts that of the government VS. 
W. P. Cooper. Cocper is from Dallas, Ga., 
and the story of his infatuation with an 
Atlanta woman of questionable character 
has been toid in the. press.and in the 
room. The girl, it appears, was visiting 
reputable friends near Cooper’s home and 
he made her acquaintance. He, according 
to certuin evidence, lost his’ heart to her 
charms, and after ghe came back to At- 
lanta he wrote her;! Jt appéars that Cooper 
learned her real ch@racter before she re- 
turned to Atlarta, for his letters show 
this, The letters are of the vilest nature 
and are signed: ‘Your true old sport, Bill. 
Address letters to W. P. Cooper, Dallas, 
Ga.”’ 

The case first came up in the United 
States court more than three years ago. 
Cooper was found guilty of the charge, 
but his ettorneys, Mr. A. N. Brantley and 
Mfr. Harry Reid, who bas since been made 
judge of the city court, filed a motion to 
sect aside the jucgment of the court on the 
grounds that the letters writen by Cooper 
were sealed and the envelopes bore noth- 
ing but the simple adaress of the girl to 
whom he was writing, and that there was 
nothiny cbhout the Jetters to indicate the 
nature of the contents. Mr. Bartlett, who 
is now saictorney for Cooper, argues that 
the Inw does nut include a letter which is 
Sealed, and which the public or any one 
can see, except the one to whom it is ad- 
dressed. This was a point that had been 
raised in several cases and which has final- 
ly gone to the supreme court. 

That high tribunal has just issued its de- 
cision in a case similar to Cooper's, and 
has said that no matter if the obscene let- 
ter is sealed, and bears nothing on the 
outside except the address, the sender is 
still guilty of a violation of the law, the 


same as if he had written the obscene maC;, 


ter on a postal card. 

There are a number of cases now pend- 
ing before ihe United States court which 
are simuar to Cooper's, and the decision 
by vudge Newman will set a precedent for 
the others. He will formally announce his 
decision after hearing from Attorney 
Brantley. Colonel Angier and Colonel Bell, 
United States district attorneys, filed their 
arguments with the judge yesterday. Mr. 
Bell, who has conducted the case from 
the first, believes that the judge will de- 

cide Cooper guilty, as the supreme court 
has made a ruling in that way. 


HAMILTON’S TRIAL TODAY. 


He Will Answer for the Assault Made 
Upon His Young Wife. 


George A. Hamilton, who assaulted his 
young wife several nights ago on Hunter 
street and attempted to kill her. will be 
placed on trial this morning in the crimi- 
nal superior court before Judge Candler. 

The sensational story of the husband’s as- 
sault upon Mrs. Hamilton will be reviewed 
in the evidence that fs.to be delivered this 
morning and the case will be one of the 
most interesting that has probably been 
tried at this term of the court. 

The prosecution will be represented by 
Solicitor Hill and Attorney Cuyler Smith. 
A number of witnesses have been sum- 
moned to testify.
